Group III Claims 9, 13, and 29, characterized by the Examiner as being 
drawn to an electronic apparatus and a charging method for 
computing a chargeable time by weighting the used time measured 
according to different weighting factors; 
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Group IV Claims 10-12, characterized by the Examiner as being drawn to an 
electronic device for text input detection, judging, and time 
charging; 

Group V Claim 34, characterized by the Examiner as being drawn to a 
prepaid card; 

Group VI Claims 36 and 37, characterized by the Examiner as being drawn 
to a money apparatus with a flat plate-like body with an electronic 
circuit; 

Group VII Claims 38 and 39, characterized by the Examiner as being drawn 
to a money selling device for selling a money apparatus; and 

Group VIII Claims 40-43, characterized by the Examiner as being drawn to an 
exchange rate announcing apparatus for determining the exchange 
rate based on used time.
